In referring to the defendant 
union’s interest in the Howard 
shop, the majority opinion called 
such interest “direct and obvious”! 


and continued: 

“The closed union shop is an 
important means of maintain- 
ing the combined bargaining 
power of the worker. Moreover 
advantages secured through col- 
lective action redound to the 
benefit of all employes, whether 
they are members of the union 
or not, and members may re- 
sent nonmembers sharing in 
the benefits without liability of 
the obligations. Hence a closed 
shop policy is of vital impor- 
tance in maintaining not only 
the bargaining power but also 
membership of trade unions.” 
Closing with a reference to abuse 

of power by certain labor leaders, 
|the majority opinion said: 

“Labor insists that in a free 
economy, the right to tell the 
public, upon whose patronage 

| both depend for existence, the 
facts concerning employment 
in any particular business, is 
essential to its welfare and en- 
tirely consistent with demo- 
cratic principles.”

Facing the Facts 


It was quite some time back—September 6, in fact—that the national 
defense advisory council announced a statement of labor policy which 
provided that corporations seeking government defense contracts should 
comply with federal labor laws. This policy was adopted unanimously by 
the defense commission. The representatives of industry on the commis-

sion agreed to it without a murmur. Likewise, when President Roose- 


velt sent the document to congress on September 13, the guardians of the 
public interest on Capitol hill failed to utter a peep of protest. 

But now, a month later, suddenly comes pandemonium. Leaders of in- 
dustry are roaring, the newspapers are shrieking, congressional com- 


imittees are investigating. 


What is all the fuss about? Simply this—in order to clarify its policy 


a company found guilty of unfair labor practices by the national labor 
relations board is to be considered a violator of the federal labor laws 
by other federal agencies which are negotiating defense contracts. Of 
course, Mr. Jackson replied that such a company must be considered a 
violator of the act by other federal agencies until and unless the courts 
reverse the labor board’s findings. 

ENTER THE LABOR BOARD 

Mr. Jackson's ruling appears to be perfectly sound, logical and legal. 
No one has questioned that. The trouble is that all of a sudden people are 
waking up to the fact that the speed with which we build up our na- 
tional defense may depend to some extent on the frequently unfair deci- 
sions of the discredited national labor relations board. 

Naturally, this situation has aroused a tumult of controversy. In the 
heat of argument, the facts may become obscured. We, therefore, want 
to point out a few facts which should not be overlooked. 

In the first place, it is a sad commentary on law enforcement and 
respect for law if so many large corporations are violating the law that 
there aren't enough left to produce what America needs for national

To this extent, then, objections to permitting the labor board to black- 
list any company and prevent it from obtaining government contracts | 
are understandable. However, we are certain that the defense commis- 


jsion and the war and navy departments, while giving due weight to the 


decisions of the labor board, will not let them be controlling in the award- 
ing of contracts necessary to the national defense. 

In any case, the whole problem could have been easily avoided by 
prompt enactment of the legislation sought by the American Federation 
of Labor. 


This legislation is still pending in congress and the labor board itself 


jis still completely up in the air. The term of office of former Chairman 
| Madden expired last August. He was not reappointed, due chiefly to the 


opposition of the American Federation of Labor and a majority of the 
United States senate. The post remains vacant at this writing. That 
leaves two members of the labor board supposed to be functioning. They 
are Members Leiserson and Smith. Neither can agree on any important 
issue. Mr. Leiserson is sensible but Mr. Smith is a fanatic. 

And so, from a practical standpoint, we have no labor board today. It 
is unlikely that a new member will be appointed until after the national 
elections. Under the circumstances it is not too much to expect that the 
appointment of a new member will change the picture entirely and that 
corporations which sincerely want to obey the law will have no legiti- 
mate complaints. In the meanwhile, no one is going to get hurt. Let’s 


wait and see what happens and not get too excited about the labor 
board that isn’t there.

The agreement to work double 
shifts at straight time on an 8-hour 
day, 40-hour week basis will speed 
the constrection of homes needed 
when defense workers begin mov- 
ing into industrial centers and of 
army ang navy posts. 

The $50,000,000 of WPA funds to 
be spent on projects described as 
of direct value to national defense 
were approved between July 1 and 
September 1.

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Fifty Years Organized 


Hail to the Blacksmiths! 


Congratulations to the members of the international brother- 
hood of blacksmiths, drop forgers and helpers who will cele- 
brate on October 19 a great event in the brotherhood’s dramatic 
history —its golden anniversary. 

That day will mark the fiftieth year since a handful of dele- 
gates from a few local unions met in Atlanta and united their 
meager forces into an international union. 

The men who forge and weld iron and steel had made earlier 
attempts to build such a union. As early as 1859 they set up a 
“Grand Union of Machinists and Blacksmith,” which flourished 
for a while, but, after fighting many odds, finally gave up the 
struggle in 1877. 

About that time, the Knights of Labor began winning recruits| 
far and wide, and many blacksmiths came under its banner. 
However, the “one big union” philosophy of the knights failed 
to meet the needs of the workers, and it, too, passed into history. 

That didn’t kill the desire of the ‘‘smithies” to organize. A 
group working in Atlanta railroad shops got together in 1889 
and formed a local union, solely of their craft. Their idea spread. 
and one local after another began sprouting in the southeast. | 

By the next year, there were 13 in existence, put with no 
central body to unite them. ‘‘Feelers’’ were put out for an alli- 
ance. These met a ready response, and on October 19, a hand-, 
ful of delegates met in Atlanta and pooled their strength under 
the ambitious title of ‘International Brotherhood of Black- 
“smiths.” 

* This organization stuck. There were times when it went 
through baptisms of fire, but it surmounted every crisis.

Next year will bring the largest 
increase in employment this coun- 
try has ever witnessed with new 
jobs for 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 per- 
sons, Secretary Perkins predicted. 

“Preliminary figures show that

In 1926, on the retirement of General President J. W. Kline, | 
Horn was elevated to the presidency. Working as a team, Horn 
and Kramer have piloted the brotherhood through good times 
and bad, through adversity and sunshine, never thinking of per-| 
sonal gain. 

As they look upon the brotherhood's history, they have many | 
achievements to record. Not only were impressive gains in| 
wages and working conditions won for members, but, together | 
with other internationals in the American Federation of Labor, | 
the blacksmiths won the eight-hour day, the railway labor act,
